HOW GREAT IS THE NEED? 


The one hundred sixty young men who live and work 
and worship on the Wartburg-Trinity campus are men of 
serious purpose.

Bigger Role for Religion 

(RNS)—A Harvard University stu- 
dent committee urged at Cambridge, 
Mass. . that the study of religion be 
given a more prominent place in the 
college’s liberal arts curriculum. It 
also suggested that undergraduates 


_ be permitted to “concentrate” on re- 
_ ligion.. 


The committee’s recommendations 
were based on a survey of the state of 


_ religion at Harvard since 1954. . 
Its report noted that of 150 under- 


graduates who answered a question- 
60 per 
cent replied that some religion or 
faith was necessary to achieve a “ful- 


~ly mature” philosophy of life. Twen-. 
i ty- -three per cent replied that it was 
not.
